A BROTHER GIVES INFORMATION TO THB 


POLICE. 
Samudl Mayfield, +9, shoemaker, of 
Wick-rd., South Hackney, was charged, on 
remand, yesterday, at North London, with 
ieioniously intemenying with Emily 
Stoddert, at St. Luke's Church, Hackney,
